WASHINGTON, —

thankless task in the top

In the Nixon Administration 
the most bitter cup has shifted 
to the Secretary of State. In part 
this js ἃ matter of political ac- 
cident. Unlike his predecessors, 
Lyndon Johnson and Hubert Hum- 
phrey, Mr. Agnew wus cleyated 
from obseurity to the second spot. 
τ He had neither ἃ substantial

to torfeit for loyalty to the chief. 
. And his delight in gaining, using 
- and being permitted to use the 
national forum to ventilate his 
opinions makes him an unusual 
and perhaps unusually sutisfic 
Vice-President. The pundits spe- 
culate not on his agonies, but on 
his politics, It is Mr. Rogers for 
whom dissection of agony is re- 
served. 

Perhaps the Secretary had a no- 
tion of what might await him 
when he turned down the post 
after Mr, Nixon's original offer. 
As a senior partner in a presti- 
gious New York-Washington law 
firm, with long service as Aitor- 
ἢ ney General and Deputy Attorne 

General in the Eisenhower Admi- 
fi nistration behind him, Mr. Ro- 

gers had no reasons of atatus, 
Money or interest to accept the 
ob.

Loyalty to Nixon 

But loyalty to an insistent Mr. 
Nixon prevailed. Their friendship 
dated back to the days when 
Richard Nixon wag a young Con- 
gressman_and Rogera was. coun- 
sel to a Congrésalonal committee.

have him as Secretary of State. 

Personal loyalty and !ack of 
fixed foreign policy ideas were 
undoubtedly assets in the view of 
a Prosident intent on making his 
own foreign policy. Politieally, 
Mr. Rogers’ identification with 
the Iiberal internationalist Enst- 
em Republican establishment was 
another cssentinl ingredient. 
Moreover, Mr. Rogers’ cusy affa- 
Dility and capacity to disarm ra- 
ther than antagonize focs and 
critica were attributes which any 
President, and perhups especially 
Mr. Nixon, would believe uacful 
when considering his future deal- 

with the Congress, press, 
and public. 

Mr. Nixon may also, us others 
before him, have toyed with the 
{dea of paring the Stute Depart- 
ment down to a lean and quick- 
ly responsive instrument of pol- 
icy with Mr. Rogers fresh from 
the outside wielding the scalpel. 
If #0, nothing has come of that. 
But on every other count, Mr. 
Rogers has proved a faithful 
presidential aide. 

And of course it is precisel: 
{his Image of a faithful subordi- 
mate, removed from the process 
of deciding as oppused to execu- 
ting policy, which has mado Mr. 
Rogers a succulent dish for Wa- 
shington’s many connoisseurs of 
political misfortune.

Like so many others who zain- 
ed prominence in Republican 
renks, Rogers was associated 
with the late Thomas E. Dewey 
during his racketeer busting days 
as District Attorney in New York 
pale § He is said to have tried 
over 1,000 cases ag an assistant 
to Dewey. After a war stint in 
the navy, Rogers came to Wa- 
shington as counsel for a Con- 
gressional committee and in 1950 
returned to private law practice 
until 1953 when he joined the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

He is married and has three 
sons — the eldest of whom has 
served in Vietnam — and a 
married daughter. 

Certainly re is little in the 
Rogers atory which equips him 
to help determine the national 
history of Jew or Arab. Neither 
Colgate, law school or the Jus- 
tice Department fitted him for 
that. And no doubt he would be 
the first to admit it. But the 
overriding fact of American 
world power has conspired to in- 
ject him into the heart of the 
matter — at least for this mo- 
ment in time. 


trom American Jews On untavour- 
able decisions regarding Israel 
could thus be derlected, while re- 
hef from such decisions could he 
channelled to a President's ad- 
vantage, 

But equally important in deter- 
mining the Department's place 
is the nature of the Middle East 
problem. Unlike olner regions us 
policy such as Vietnam, arms con- 
trol, Hiuropean security, the Mid- 
dle East is not viewed in the 
first instance as a matter of na- 
lional security. Thus whereas the 
Pentagon and White House large- 
ly eclipse the State Department 
on the war, the Salt talks, and say 
Berlin or Nato, it is Mr. Rogers 
and Mr. Sisco who assume prum- 
inence on the Middle West. 

In these Lerma it might be 

said that the oim of U.s. policy 
in the region is to prevent the 
Middle East from becoming pre- 
eminently a matter of U.S. secu- 
rity by controlling the process of 
Aimerican-Soviet military involve- 
ment. 
Tho prominence of the diplo- 
matic mechanism with Mr. Ro- 
ers at the top is therefore not 
only i matter of fact, but the 
method betrays the aim. 

On ἃ purely personal Jevel, it 
menns as well, according to most 
observers here, that Mr. Rogers 
aces the Middle East problem as 
the ono area of his rosponaibillty 
whora ho can make his mark. In- 
vestment of time, thought and 
prestige hos beon high. And tho 
Seerctary's present visit in the 
area marks a new point of com- 
mitment. 


Sense of urgency 


To what dogree the sonse of 
urgency 80 notable in American 
Middle Mast policy can be traced 
to such porsonal factors is im- 
possible to determine. Whatever 
the source, it is primary ea 
Critics of Mr. Rogers conten 
that his Impatlent desire to en- 
incer progress in the Middle 
Sast haa felled him on oritical 
occasions, such as the talks wi 
Soviet Ambassador Anatol Dobry- 
nin which led to Jast summers 
cease-fire and the Egyptian-So- 
viet missile violations. : 

And it Is ἔτλη believed 
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Virtually unknown a year ago, the 
Jewish Defence League in America 
has rocketed in recent months to 
dramatic heights, becoming a rally- 
ing standard for thousands of Jews 
- but anathema to others. Its vio- 
lent activities on behalf of Russia's 
beleaguered Jews have assumed the 
proportions of a nightmare for edgy,

ALL, of course, were speaking 

of Rabbi Melr Kahane, found- 
er of the Jewish Defence League 
in Amerlea, at once a colourful 
and controversial character. He 
ig due in Israel in August, and 
has not called off the League's 
programme to pursue and harass 
Russians until the Kremlin re- 
moves restrictions on Jewish im- 
migration to Israel. 

“We will make their lives mi- 
serable," vows Rabbi Kahane. “So 
jong as a Jew can’t walk secure- 
ly in the Soviet Union, the Rus- 
sians are not going te walk se- 
curely here” (i.e., America). 

The missionary zeal seems legi- 
timate enough; it is the method 
and ideology that have caused 
rifts not only between the U.S. 
and Russia but within large 
segments of the American Jew- 
ish public. 

The 38-year-old well-built, hand- 
some rabbl who also holds two 
law degrees, ia at present under 
multiple indictments in the 
States on a staggering ist of 
charges ranging from assault, bur- 
glary, rioting and criminal mis- 
chief to attempts to obtain rifles 
and passports under fictitious 
names. Indeed, one couple has 
been accused of seeking to board 
a BOAC plane under false names 
and carrying concealed explosives. 
Offices of Arab propagandists in 
New York have beon invaded 
and wrecked. and one leading 
Arab official pummelled to the

And in ἃ broadened 
move, the League instituted a 
consumer boycott against pro- 
ducts of U.S. companica doing 
business with Russia; only a few 
days ago, nine members march- 
ed into the office of US. Secre- 
tary of Commerce Maurice Stans 
and demanded the U.S. cease trade 
that “strengthens a government 
which is engaged in genocide.” 
Nor are the States the only 
cauldron where he ia stirring his 
hot and steamy brew, The Jew- 
ish Defence League, with recently 
opened chapters in London and 
Amsterdam, now claims to be a 
world-wide organization. 


Brussels appearance 


A possible preview of what lies 
ahead at future conclaves over- 
seas unfolded on the stage in 
Brussels in February, where 750 
delegates representing 38 Jewish 
communities assembled for a 
World Conference on Soviet Jew- 
= Denied the right to speak, 

abbi Kahane nevertheless put in 
an unscheduled appearance and 
sought the lectern to unload a 
presumed twin attack on Russia 
and the Jewish delegates, with 
whom he is at odds over tactics 
and strategy. “The Scarsdale 
Jews,” he calls theth, referrin 
to an upper middle-class subur 
of Now York, “fat‘cats who do 
not know what it means to endure 

@ chaos, crime and violence 
that exist in today's big cities,” 

When he was denied the floor, 
the rabbi’s free-speech advocates 
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present — of whom there were 
more than just ἃ few from 
America — reacted violently: a 
near-rlot_ ensued and amid the 
tumult Belgian police were sum- 
moned to intercede; Rabbi Kahane 
was escorted from the hall and 
shortly after ejected from the 
country. He made more headlines 
than the Soviet Jews who were 
the subject of the conference. 

Charismatic, yes; a leader who 
appeals to many Jews hitherto 
unreached by major Jewish orga- 
nizations waging their conven- 
tional, respectable campaigns on 
behalf of Russia's Jews. Perhaps 
Jewish youth, militant like their 
campus contemporaries and affect- 
ed by the tactics of the Black 
Panthers and SDS, see ἃ con- 
temporary in Rabbi Kahane, and 
his rejection of Establishment 
conventions. 

“Where are we going?” Rabbi 
Kahane repeats, stroking his 
beardless face. “To move the 
western Jew from the passive role 
that has brought nothing but the 
boot to a fighting position of a 
Proud falth, honest and upright. 

“Violence is not un- ewish. 
What does the Bible tell us about 
Moges when he saw an Egyptian 
striking a Jew? He didn't’ form 


a committee to sludy the cause 
of Egyptian anti-Semitism, Th ὁ 
Bible tells us, ‘And he sihote the 
Egyptian.’ : Η 
‘Changing image’ 

“We're here to change the tra- 
ditional Jewish image os o palsy. 
If the forces of Inw and order 
won't do their job, we'll du it; 
the _Jews will have to protect 
themselves,” 

Nevertheless, for students of 
the American sceng, to this un- 
palatable taste of strong-arm JDL 
Ideology has been added the dis- 
quieting suspicion that perhaps 
Rabbi Kahane is not all that ko- 
sher. An element of the bizarre 
has vaguely kindled the Amer- 
ican Jewish public's anxiety. 

This fear has been heightened 
by a recent disclosure that for a 
period of three ears, prior to 
the emergence of the JDL in 
1968, Rabbi Kahane actually liv- 
ed two lives. 

The above-surface, readily vi- 
sible ambience was that of a 
Betar-indoctrinated yeshiva stud- 
ent, later to become an ordained 
rabbi, the father of four children; 
indeed the cherished descendent 
of a long line of distinguished 
rabbis who for almost 100 years 
were spiritual leaderg in Palestine 
and who, though dismissed by his 
conservative congregation after a 
dispute involving members’ child- 
ren attending yeshivot, had be- 
come the fiery og of a wéeke 

_ newspaper in. Brooklyn, the 
“Jewish Press.” This’ sensation- 
seeking tabloid was said ‘to have 
whipped up a circulation of 
130,000 readers — a considerable

Of the seven exhibitions, only 
one is devoted to Israeli art (the 
show of youth worka really doesn’t 
count). This is precisely the per- 
sistent ratio that has caused all the 
exasperation now rampant among 
the artists’ community and among 
many art lovers here. In addition, 
this show of approntnstely 146 
works by some 70 painters and 
sculptors is essentially a spineless 
amalgam, incomplete as a survey, 
disconnected chronically and piece- 
meal stylistically; it rambles on 
with no clear purpose. The aver- 
age quality is high (though the 
quality of some works is question- 
able) but surely the occasion 
called for something more grand 
and definitive.

Too much Lipchitz 


Tt was probably a two-fold mis- 
take to 1) show as many aa ΤΊ 
sculptures by Jacques Lipchitz, many 
of them small in 2) one very large, 
undivided exhibition hall. The smal- 
ler works, particularly those clay- 
Mnodelled ‘bronze-cast works he 
calls ‘'semd-automatics,” because of 
the non-ideational, apontaneous me- 
thod that‘ produced their initial 
configurations, all merge into a pal- 
pitating, Baroque, ultimately form- 
Jess and repetitious continuum that 
generates a distinct boredom. It 
really becomes quite difficult in 
that combination of volume andalte, 
to separate the trees from the 
foreat. Proof of this, perhaps (one 
would first have to see these works 
in more intimate conditions to de- 
termine 175 the weakness 1s in the

“Only his attitudes and actions in 
relation to the Jews. We have 
special items dealing with Jews in 
varlous fields — Jews in sport, the 
cinema, and so on." 

“Some of the fields we had to 
cover were enormous, such as antl- 
Semitism, the Holocaust, Israel. 
Professor Gershom Scholem has 
written us an article of 90,000 
words on Jewish mysticlam — it's 
like a complete book in itself.” 


Experts busy 


Not all the contributors were 
of the catlbre of Prof. Scholem. 
The editor tried to get the top 
Jewish scholars in the world to deal 
with every field of Jewish endea- 
vour, but did not always succeed. 
Some experts were 30 busy with 
their own research or other worle 
that they refused to contribute, 
and, in several areas, the number 
of Jewlsh authorities was found 
to be very Hmited, Indeed, one of 
the discoveries that the editors 
made was that there 816 con- 
splcuous gaps in Jewish ‘knowledge 
and scholarship. For example, the 
history of the Jews of Morocco is 
well covered, that of the Jews of 
the Balkans surprisingly skimpy.
